NOISY AND SUCCESSFUL.

After a noisy reception, in which the

She testified that after be- 
ing knocked down the first time she suc- 
ceeded in getting up, but was again 
knocked down. he said three men 
brought Hazel Jackson to the place 
where she was lying on the ground.

day. He bequeathed $2750 to charity and 
provided that if his brother, William F.

should be revoked. ‘The brother is 
dere, | in the will, but at his whic .

The testament closes with a request 
that John D. Dieckman, Wernse’'s part- 
near and executor under the will, ‘‘do 
unto me and mine as ne would have me 
to do unto his under like conditions.’’ 
The request is also made of the execu- 
tor not to hasten to liquidate the as- 
sets of the partnership existing between 
Dieckman and Wernse at the time of 
the latter's death. 

The first clause in the will bequeaths

When Campbell was taken to the hos- 
pital the police learned that he bore 
the same name as a man wanted on 
nmumerous charges of forgery in Spring- 
field, Ill. He answers the general de- 
scription of the fugitive. He denies that 
he is the man. 

The telegram asking the St. Louis po- 
lice to watch for the Springfield fugi- 
tive was received Wednesday. It said 
the man had formerly lived in St. Louis, 
and that it was believed he had come 
here. - 

Patrolmen Stangler and Young found 
Campbell lying on a pile of lumber in 
the alley. There was no indication. at 
the spot of an affray or struggle. The 
man was hurried to the City Hospital, 
where the wound on his neck was found 
to be almost six inches long. The artery 
was not severed, but on account of his 
weakened condition § the hysicians in 
attendance at the hospital say Camp- 
beil has not more than an even chance 
to recover. 

John Campbell, father of the injured 
man, said at the hospital that his son 
was rarely at home, but that he did not 
know whether he had been to Spring- 
field. He knew nothing of the forgery 
charge. W..J. Campbell is 9% years old. 

Sheriff Anderson of Springfield was 
notified of the presemce there of a man 
answering the description of the one 
wanted there, and wired that he would 
come to St. Louis at once. 


FORGERY SUSPECT

According to Mrs. Doelle’s story, she 
met Dooling on a train less than three 
months ago and he soon after become a 
suitor for her hand. She says he pre- 
vailed upon her to sell her flat bufld- 
ing in Austin and borrowed from her 
$9500 without security. afterwards se- 
curing an additional $800. 

Mrs. William Lingenfelter, 5233 Kinzie 
avenue, Austin, who !s Mrs. Doelle’s 
sister, became suspicious of Dooling’s 
attentions to the widow and she and her 
husband came to Snringfield to investi- 
gate. They called at the Dooling home 
here, while the man wags absent, and, 
found he was married and had a son. 
They returned to Chicago, carrying 
newspaper evidence of Dooling’s recent 
troubles with the Court of Honor and 
a building and loan association of which 
he was. secretary, and when this evi- 
dence was presented to her, Mrs. Doelle 
decided to bring about Dooling’s arrest. 
Dooling’s acquaintance with Mrs. 
Doelle began early last spring while 
she was en route to St. Louis from 


Chicago. 
While Dooling was interesting himself 
in selling the woman’s property, it is 


a widower and had one child named 
Clarence Dooling, about twelve years 
old. Mrs. Doelle has three children, and 
Dooling is said to have promised to 
marry her some time this fall. 

Lingenfelter, about that time, erected 
a flat building which is located about 
seven feet from the one owned by Mrs. 
Doelle. Dooling charged that the new 
pbuilding would be a menace to the fiat 
building, and urged the sale of it as 
s00h as possible. 

While relatives were attempting to 
gain information as to Dooling’s stand- 
ing, Mrs. Doelle is said to have re- 
miained silent, and intimated that she 
had faith in her new friend. 

Mrs. lle is a widow and former- 
ly lived in East St. Louis, where her 
husband owned the Illinois Mining and 
Milling Co. He died a few years ago 
and left his widow about $15,000. Mrs. 
Doelle resided in East St. Louis for 
some time after his death, and finally 
concluded to go to Chicago, where she 
invested some of her money in property. 
She is 22 years old.

Latest Report Shows Decrease 
in Insanity. 


Insanity is decreasing in St. Louis, 


according to a report just compiled un- 
der the direction of the Board of Health 
covering last year and eight months of 
1906. The report shows a marked de- 
crease in the number of patients sent 
to the asylum in the months of June, 
July and August, the three months 
which usually produce the most insane 
patients. 

In 1905 there were 438 cases sent to 
the asylum and 155 transferred to the 
Poorhouse. In the first eight months 
there were 288 persons sent to the asy- 
lum, as compared with 234 for the first 
eight months of the present year. In 
June, July and August of this year 386 
patients were sent to the asylum, as 
compared with 13 for the correspond- 
ing three months of last year.

VALPARAISO, Ind., Aug. i— 
Whether bathing and swimming ina 


body of water is actually a benefit to 
the water, from a sanitary stand- 
oint, seems to be the question that 

s bothering the good people of Val- 
paraiso, ' 

The city water of that town is sup- 

lied trom Flint Lake. One of the 

ealth officers thinks the water is 
satisfactory; the other thinks that it 
is not fit to be used. 

Meantime, letters are being received 
at the State Board of Health to the 
effect that the water is bad; that the 
lake that furnishes the water is used 
for bathing, mming, washing linen, 
washing horses and dogs, and used to 
carry off the refuse from vaults and 
barnyards. Samples of the water have 
been sent in. 

A letter received by Dr. Hurty, sec- 
retary of the State Board of Health, 
today, however, brings up the ques- 
tion as to the betterment of the water 
for drinking purposes by bathing 
therein. This letter, written by a 

rominent merchant of Valparaiso, 
ollows, in part: 

“The secretary of :.our Board of 
Health, Dr. Evans, and others are 
paying more attention, at present, to 
our water supply at Flint Lake, and 
he and Leatherman are at logger- 
heads in regard to the matter. One 
contends that bathing in the lake con- 
taminates the water seriously, while 
the other does not. He thinks it is 
actually a benefit to the water. I pre- 
sume that this makes you laugh. I 
understand you have some of the wa- 
ter to analyze. Between the two they 
have the Council so rattled that they 
don’t know what to do. And now they 

ave concluded to wait until they 
ave heard from you in regard to the 
analysis of the water sent you.”

FRATERRAL WILL 
FIGHT LAW CHANGE 


Legislation in Towa to Compel 
Them to Charge Safe Rates 
Is Opposed. 


DES MOINES, Io., Aug. 25.—Two hun- 
dred thousand voters who are members 
of fraternal insurance companies stand 
in the way of any legislation at the next 
session of the General Assembly to 
fix a minimum rate of assessment which 
the fraternals will be allowed to charge 


the fraternal insurance men of the State 
believe tiey should be left alone and 
that the co es “should be allowed 
to work out their own salvation.’ They 
argue that the fraternals are ying 
their bills every month and as there is 
iro ae ae of their solvency there is no 
n of legislation. There are about 
250,000 members in Iowa of the fraternal 
insurance companies, and of these about 
200,000 are voters, and it is suspected 
that the legislators will allow matters 
to go to extreme length before they en- 
act legislation counter to the wishes of 
this army of men, Yet fraternal insur- 
ance is sure to be brought prominently 
before the next Legislature. 

State Auditor B. F. Carroll, his deputy 
in the Insurance Department, "Ole O. 
Roe, most of the members if not all of 
the members of the Insurance Commis- 
sion, and a large per cent or the officers 
of the larger fraternal insurance com- 
panies, believe that the limit for most 
of the companies has been reached and 
that in order to pay the death claims the 
assessments must multiply or the rates 
go up. They recognize that the old fra-

They argue that their fraternal 
society is paying its bills each month 
and as long as it is paying its bilis 
they argue that they are getting their 
insurance at cost and the company is 
safe. They can see no need of raising 
the minimem of the rates so long as 
the company has money enough to pay 
its expenses. This argument has been 
made this summer to the Insurance 
Conimission now investigating the ques- 
tion of rates and the argument is made 
by officers of some of the fraternal in- 
surance companies.

JEFFEKSUN CiTY, Mo., Aug. ®.— 
Following the utterauces of William J. 
Bryan, favoring Stace ownership of 
railroads, reports of interest in all parts 
of the State in the yuestion of State 
control of common carriers have reached 
the capital. 

Whether or not the mass of the peo- 
ple would be willing to gwond the State 
to the large sum necessary to take over 
ownership of railroads cannot, of course, 
be told. It is safe to say, however, 
that the movement has grown greatly 
in the past few years, and that it is 
being studied now to a greater extent 
than ever before. 

Well-informed politicians unhesitating- 
ly declare their belief that Bryan will 
make State ownership one of the lead- 
tng issues of the campaign. 

Under the Missouri Constitution, the 
Legislature can at any time purchase 
the railroads, paying thefefor, their ac- 
tual value. e 

The Constitution declares railroads to 
be “‘public highways,”’ and also gives 
the Legislature the power to take oer 
corporations and conduct them for the 
public use, in the following language: 

“Tho exercise of the power and right 
of eminent domain shall never be so 
construed or abridged as to prevent the 
taking, by the General Assembly, of 
the property and franchises of incor- 
porateq companies already organized, or 
that may hereafter be organized, and 
subjecting them to the public use, the 
Sume as that: of individuals.’’ 

In case of a desire on the part of the 
Legislature for State ownership of ralil- 
roads, the probable proceedings, and one 
which would be correct, would be for 
it to direct the Attorney-General, 
through the: Gdvernor, to begin pro- 
ceedings in court to condemn the rail- 
roads. Commissioners to assess their 
value would be appointed. The values 
thus assessed would be subject to re- 
view by the Court. 

The cost to the State to take over all 
railroad properties within its borders is 
difficult to estimate, though if the val- 
uations compiled by the State Board of 
Equalization on the statements of the 
railroad companies as to the value of 
their properties were taken as correct, 
the State coulg buy the roads for $317,- 
673,617.79. This valuation is based on the 
board’s assessment of railroads for pur- 
poses of taxation at $106,891,205.93. While 
it is to a certain extent an official val- 
uation, it is probably far too low, and 
would, well-informed persons say, 
amount to nearly twice this amount.

History, however, 
shows that as early as 1843 the State of 
Missouri ‘‘to protect the planters against 
exorbitant charges,’’ and ‘“‘to preyent a 
monopoly” established a tobacco ware- 
house in St. Louis, issuing for this pur- 
pose $25,000 in 10-year 10 per cent bonds. 
The State had no better success with 
this warehouse than it had a few years 
later with its railroads.

ASSEMBLY MEETS. 
SOLELY TO ADJOURN 


House Forces Council to Con- 
vene Thursday to End 
Special Session. 


The Municipal Assembly is having as 
much trouble getting out of its special 
session as it had to get into it. Both 
branches to meet Thursday morn- 
ing for no other purpose than to adjourn 
the special session. 

Only 10 delegates were present. Fif- 
teen is required for a quorum, Seven 
Councilmen, constituting a quorum, 
were present, but City Counselor Bates 
advised, them, when consulted, tlfat they 
could not legally adjourn sine die with- 
out the House. Telephones, messengers 
and notes were employed two hours in 


an endeavor to get five more members 
of the House, but it was tmpossible, The 
Assembly then adjourned until Friday. 

A bare quorum was jresent in each 
branch of the Municipal Assembly for 
the special session Wednesday after- 
noon. The House of Deelgates had its 
quorum 4@f 15 to start. The Council had 
only four members present at 8 o’clock, 
the time set for the special] session, and 
it was not until after 4 o’clock, after an 
industrious use of the telephone, that 
Councilman Moeliman, appeared to com- 
plete the quorum of seven. ° 

The session was called, as shown by 
the message sent by Acting Mayor For- 
man, to app bonds and contracts for 
lighting @ public buildings, for build- 
ing 52 streets, for installing four rail- 
road switches, and for the city printing. 

Up to noon the Union Light and Power 
CoJs lighting contract had not been re- 
ceived from Milwaukee, where it had 
been sent to get the signature of Pres- 
ident Beggs. hen it was received about 
1 o’clock messengers had to rush over

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the city to get the signatures of Comp- 
troller Player and President O’Reilly of 
the Board of Public Improvements. 

While the Council was working to get 
a quorum, the House of Delegates, 
which under the call had no work what- 
ever to do, attempted to make work for 
itself. 

Coale Loses His Motion. 


Delegate Ralph Coale moved the re- 
consideration of a relief bill Dy which 
the city "was to take over the water 


pipes laid by private persons in a west- 
ern subdivision of the city. This bill, 
through a misapprehension, had been de- 
fea at the last regular session of 
the Assembly. The parliamentary rule 
is that reconsideration is possible only 
at the next meeting following the one 
at which the action was taken. : 

The parliamentarians of the House 
ruled that Coale’s motion was out of 
order because the special meeting was 
not the next meeting, inasmuch as it 
could consider ony those subjects for 
which it was called. 

The House adjourned to 11 a. m. 
Thursday, long before the Council had 
begun the consideration of its business. 
Coale and his followers wanted a sine 
die adjournment and when the Speaker 
opposed such an adjournment, Delegate 
Coale remarked to his followers: ‘‘O, 
well, let it go. We ngedn’t come, any- 
how.”’ 

After the Council had, without an in- 
cident, finished the business for which 
it had been called, it was obliged to 
adjourn to the time at which the House 
had adjourned. Final adjournment of 
the special session was taken Thursday

One 
finds it difficult to speak of the book unre- 
servedily, since the author has almost estab- 
lished a precedent in writing the biography, 
in just the vein he has chosen. of a man 
who is not only still living, but who is at 
the height of his usefulness and activity. 

Dr. Johnston has ignored the injunction of 
Solon, who said to Croesus, “Call no man 
happy until he is dead.”’ It will be remem- 
bered that Croesus entertained Solon on a 
certain occasion and asked him who was 
the happiest man that was ever born. Solon 
named the name of a warrior who had con- 
tributed the services of his sons as well as 
his own services, to his country a good 
many eenturies before Croesus was born. 
athe next day, when Croesus again enter- 
tained Solon and asked, ‘‘Who was the sec- 
ond happiest man ever born?’’ Solon gave 

_ the name of a statesman who had passed 
from the earth during a period in which 
Croesus was not interested. It was only 
when Croesus put the gqyestion direct and 
asked if Solon did not think he, Croesus, 
was a pretty happy man, that Solon uttered 
the warning, ‘‘Call no man happy until he 
is dead.’’’ The story, of course, has no par- 
ticular significance here, since the barbar- 
fans descended upon Croesus in after yeurs 
and despoiled him, so that he died a poor 
and unhappy man. But the wisdom of Solon 
still seems in repute in certain circles, and 
we do not find the portraits of living men 
on our paper currency, because, perhaps, we 
do not know at what moment the barbarians 
may come. But if the writer of *‘A Man 
With a Purpose’ has found it expedient to 
dispense with the wisdom of the great law- 
giver who has been quoted, he finds sub- 
stitutes well calculated to serve his pur- 

e in the utterances of Mr. Carnegie and 

*hilip Armour, and Senator Platt. and other 
men who have had purposes, and who have 
not failed to make conspicuous names for 
themselves. : 

Dr. Johnston has known Mr. Brown for 
thirty years, and his biography is therefore 
more authoritative than the conventional 
work of the same kind, and which is writ- 
ten when its subject its dead and gone. 
Moreover, the present author has had ac- 
cess to all documents in evidence, and has 
given an almost photographic picture of his 
Subject from the earliest years of his life. 
The reader will not begin to be deeply in- 
terested until the author has passed that 
matter-of-fact phase of his record in which 
he explains that ‘‘Alanson David Brown was 
born vp a farm in Granville Township, Wash- 
ington County, N. Y., Mareh 21, 1847.’" ete. 
Perhaps th first thoroughly illuminating 
passages are those which describe the life 
of the boy when h? had begun to be, in a 
measure, a free agent. In Chapter iii there 
is an account of how Alanson earns his first 
$5, in which the indusiry and precaution 
which were to round out a prosperous com- 
mercial career were indicated. ‘‘When he 
was in his tenth year he earned his first $5 
by picking up the small potatoes that had 
been left by the diggers. He loaned the 
money to his father and received his note: 
‘One day after date I promise to pay Alan- 
son Brown or order the sum of $5 with use. 
David Brown.’ "’ 

This incident may be regarded as more 
indicative of the father’s methodical cus- 
tom than of the boy's enterprise, though 
one seems to see in both parties to the 
transaction the instincts which must lie be- 
hind all large commercial achievements. The 
-individual character of young Alanson be- 
comes more apparent when he is seen in his 
first experiment as a merchant. Dr. John- 
ston’s own words cannot be excelled: ‘‘In 
early life he exercised his talent as a mer- 
chant by selling apples and other surplus 

roducts of the farm in the near-by villages. 

ne morning a prospective buyer asked: ‘Are 
your apples sweet or sour?’ ‘Just a pleasant 
tart, madam.’ He made the sale.’ 

At nineteen life became touched with the 
halo of high moral attitudes. Dr. Johnston 
gives a facsimijJe of the boy's answer to his 
mother’s first letter, when young Alanson 
was a clerk for his uncle in Mississippi. 
Again Dr. Jobhnston’s own words are most 
useful, since they reveal those phases of life 
upon which he is authoritative: 

‘“‘This letter,’’ says Dr. Johnston, ‘‘reveals 
oung Brown and the secret of his success: 
le says to his anxious mother, who fears 
for his health and has written to him to 
come home: ‘Do not be uneasy about me. 
Trust assure as there is a God I will keep 
my road straight.’ Here is a motto worthy 
of a Spartan. This motto, ‘I will keep my 
road straight,’ reveals his life purpose and 
plan. He virtually says to his motker, ‘I 
am determined to make myself a man: suc- 
ceeding in that, I shall succeed in all else,’ ” 
The letter continues: ‘Heard a good sermon 
yesterday; have determined to read a chap- 
ter in my Bible each morning on rising from 
my bed; shall read good books, shall deny 
myself everything that will or might im- 
pair my health. When you shed tears over 
me they shall be tears of joy. *’ And later 
the letter contains a little illuminating pase 
sags, which holds, in crystallized form, all 
the business axioms that were ever spelled 
for the edification of the young and ambi- 
tious: ‘‘Am getting acquainted with many 
now. As soon as I see a person the second 
time he does not have time to say how to do 
to me before I ask him the question, and 
are shaking hands with him.’’ 

It is to remember that in after years 
A. D. Brown, successful merchant, retained 
much the same habit, and that in countless 
instances when he encounters men and woin- 
en who have gone astray along the glittering 
highway, where commercial successes are 
comparatively few, he is a very friendly 
end helpful man, indeed, and lefore they 
have time to say ‘‘how to do’’ to him, he 
is asking the question ‘‘and are shaking 
hands’’ with them. ;

“T was fond of a good time—and that I 
had. Of course, it took money, which 
was obligingly supplied, via my family, 
by the pressmen, the switchmen, the 
cigarette girls, the rolling mill men, etc.

What is the mystery of this extraordinary pop- 
ularity? Some of it is undoubtedly personal. Mr. 
Bryan is a wholesome, hearty chap, full of red 

~~blood and the n@k of human kindness. Like Kip- 
ling’s Fuzzy Wuzzy, he is a first-class fighting man, 
and most Americans like a man who is ready to 
battle for his beliefs, no matter whether he be right 
or wrong. Mr. Bryan has much of that personal 
charm which made Henry Clay the best beloved 
man of his generation, but which could never make 
him President.

But because we want not only a market at home, 
but a market outside of St. Louis for St. Louis 
goods, we question the wisdom of the resolution 
passed by the Million Club insisting that tradesmen 
sell St. Louis made goods, and that St. Louis pur- 
chasers demand goods manufactured in St. Louis. A 
campaign of this kind can easily be carried to a 
damaging extreme, which would shut off St. Louis 
from reciprocal trade relations with the outside 
world. It might create an impression abroad that 
St. Louis wanted to exclude all goods manufactured 
elsewhere from the St. Louis market, and thus 
arouse a prejudice against St. Louis goods else- 
where which would greatly injure the trade of St. 
Louis merchants and manufacturers. 

Trade must be reciprocal. The free exchange of 
commodities is essential to successful commerce. We 
don’t get rich by trading with ourselves. We must 
buy and sell with others in order to increase our 
wealth. Shift the shoe to the other foot—what 
would become of the. growing trade of St. Louis if 
other cities, towns, counties gr states insisted upon 
buying only home-made goods? The trade of St. 
Louis would dwindle and our prosperity vanish. 

The spirit of exclusion which would build a 
Chinese wall around a city or State or country in or- 
der to prevent free exchange, and hold our own mar- 
ket to the exclusion of others is fatal to progress, 
growth and prosperity. It is a narrow and provin- 
cial’ spirit, unbecoming the people of a great city 
who expeet it to be classed among the greatest 
marts of trade and centers of manufacture. 

St. Louis merchants and manufacturers should 
have no difficulty in obtaining a fair share of St. 
Louis trade. It is their own home market, where 
they lidve a natural advantage over all outside com- 
petitors. If they do not obtain a. fair share it is 
because their goods do not merit it or because their 
prices are excessive, and goods that are not mer- 
itorious or that are not sold at fair competitive 
prices ought not to sell anywhere. 

St. Louis goods do sell on their merits and on 
their prices everywhere. The sales are constantly 
increasing, in and out of St. Louis. We do not be-

A Defense of Landlords. 


To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch. 

In your issue of Aug. 28 Mr. Landau 
attacks the rents prevailing in St. Louis 
and assumes to speak for the salaried 
class. who are mostly rent payers. In 
so doing he has unconsciously exposed 
the cause of the greater-part of the com- 
plaints against rents. The owner of im- 
proved real estate must not only pay 
high prices for all material entering Into 
the construction of and repairs to his 
bullding, but he also pays on an average 
of $4 per day for the labor that enters 
into its construction and maintenance. 
Now what does Mr. Landau pay his em- 
ployes per day? Does he pay them. on 
an average, $2 per day? If he will in- 
crease.the pay of his employes he will 
hear lees complaint of rents. Mr. Lan- 
dau is but one of many who would like 
to force rents down so that they will not 
have to increase low salaries. Consider- 
ing the prices that real estate owners 
must pay for all they buy of material 
and labor--that the cost of public fm- 
provements falls most largely on them— 
that their property never escapes the 
tax assessor; that the loss of even one 
month’s rent is the loss of one-twelfth 
of the gross income for the year: 't orn 
readily be understood why !t Is difficult 
to net over 5 per cent on improved real 
estate for any period of three years.

The former Harvard athlete and 
football player was at all times mas- 
terful. Not once did Wright lead, 
despite many brilliant plays. Always 
resourceful and holding himself in 
reserve, Clothier outplayed Wright at 
the very point. As the challenger for 
the highest honors at the sport, Clo- 
thier was upon the aggressive from 
the beginning to the end of the match 
in which the championship passed 
from his opponent into his keeping. 

Followers of the sport were sur- 
prised. Clothier was not looked upon 
as even a possible winner. He has 
exhibited a consistent improvement 
in form from day to day. The injury 
which Clothier sustained during the 
early spring, in which. his pelvic 
bones were broken by his being 
thrown from a horse, caused experts 
to ignore him. and: think lightly of 
his chances. 

While Wright was known to be a 
trifle off his game, due to the blood 
poisoning which resulted in the am- 

utation of a finger, he has so rapidly 
mproved since his arrival here, as 
was shown by his practice, that it 
was believed that he would easily de- 
feat any challenger who had come 
through the grind and the  nerve- 
racking strain of the tournament 
matches.

INO WORK ON CANAL 


LOCKS FOR 2 YEARS 


New Plans Provide for Larger 
Ones Than at First 
Intended. 


WASHINGTON, Aug. 3.—Locks for 
the Panama Canal probably will be built 
according to the dimensions recommend- 
ed by the majority of the consulting 
board of engineers which favored the 


construction of a sea level waterway 
instead of the smaller type planned by 
the minority of the board. 

Under this change of program the 
locks would be 100 feet wide, with usable 
lengths of 1000 feet. The plans adopted 
by Congress provide for locks % feet 
wide with usable lengths of 900 feet. 
With this rene, ty it is said, the 
minority plans will be followed. 

If a change is made in the size of the 
locks the isthmian Canal Commission 
takes the position that it will be acting 
within the discretion authorized by Con- 

ss. As ships are now being built, 
which would test the capacity of the 900- 
foot: locks if offered for conveyance 
or the canal, Chief Engineer Ste- 
vens is of the opinion that it would 
wise to increase the dimensions. 

Chief Engineer Stevens is computin 
the additional amount of cement whic 
will have to be pure for the 
changed plans. He said that to assemble 
the amount of cement needed would re- 
quire 12% carloads aday for two years. 
This would amount to $1,260 carloads. 
As the climate of the Isthmus of Pana- 
ma is such that cement cannot be kept 
in good condition for more than three 
or four months, the problem of shipping 
is © fno little concern to the commis- 
sion, which points out that as the facill- 
ties for shipping from Engiand to the 
Isthmus are better than from the United 
States, and as the foreign price fre- 
"ages has been found to be below 

e domestic price, it is not unlikely 
that the greater part of this gigantic 
contract may be given to foreign deal- 





ers 

It will be about two years before the 

work of constructing the locks will be 
begun. The association of cement man- 
ufacturers in the United States has 
shown considerable activity in getting 
more advantageous shipping facilities 
between the Isthmus and ports on the 
coast of the United States and may 
therefore be prepared to compete with 
foreign cement. 
One of the things of which the cement 
manufacturers of the United States 
have complained is the stipulation made 
by the Canal Commission that cement 
shall be shipped to the Isthmus in steam 
propelled vessels, because it is claimed 
that cement deteriorated in damp holds 
of slow-going schooners. 

When specifications are made, it is 
now thought they will provide for the 
delivery of cement on the isthmus 
which will test up to a certain standard 
and bidders therefore would be able to 
— their own arrangements for ship- 
ping
